WE refer the reader to the Linnzan Tranfactions 
above quoted for the hiftory of this genus, which is 
named in honour ofthe Rev. Dr. Goodenough. Eight 
{fpecies are there enumerated, of which this is one of the 
moft ftriking. 

The ftem is herbaceous, two or three feet high, much 
branched and ftraggling, round, rough with fhort ftiff 
hairs, as are alfo the caves. The latter are of a narrow 
lanceolate form, moftly entire, but fometimes dentated, 
and even finuated. Szipule none. Flowers folitary, ter- 
minating the branches, and appearing in October. The 
plaits of the corolla are externally hairy. The anthere 
very minutely bearded. Sty/e very hairy in its upper 
part. The fruit of this fpecies we have not feen ripe, 
but the enlarged germen is oval and hairy.
